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COUNTY COUNCIL 
URGES BARRACKS 
HOUSING PROJECT 
WORK BE HALTED 


Resolution Voted 6 to 0 4 


Asks Further Study 
—Housing Authority 
Will Not Break Con- 
tracts, Official Says. 


The St. Louis County Hous- 
ing Authority “does not intend 
to breach” contracts under 
which it is planning to con- 
struct a controversial public 
housing project at Jefferson 
Barracks, George P. Meier, vice 
chairman of the authority, said 
today. 

Meier, commenting on a re- 
quest by the County Council 
yesterday to halt work on the 
$3,025,225 project, expressed 
“shock and surprise” at the 
council action, 

By a vote of 6 to 0, the 
council adopted a _ resolution 
asking the Authority “to order 
all work stopped” on the pro- 
posed development and seek- 
ing a federal study of require- 
ments for residence in the 
project and of school facilities 
available in the area. 

Crowd at Hearing. 

The resolution was adopted 
after hundreds of opponents of 
the project jammed the court-

house at Clayton for a public 
hearing on the. matter. 

In another development, 
United States Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.), Web- 
ster Groves, today asked feder- 
al authorities to hold the pro- 
ject “in abeyance” or abandon 
it if school facilities for the 
new development are not ade- 
quate, He also suggested that a 
federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration official having 
jurisdiction over the project 
perhaps should be fired and | 
that an investigation be made 
of “this entire matter,” ) 

Meier said, “We intend to 
act in good faith and carry out 
contracts we have with the 
Federal Government and our 
contractor.” He emphasized 
that he was speaking only for 
himself, since the Authority 
has not yet received a copy of 
the council resolution. 

He said he would call a 
meeting of the agency soon to 
study the council action. The 
Authority has been without a 
chairman since the resignation 
of Francis M. Barnes III Sept. 
16, Meier said the housing 
agency will try to co-operate 
with the council “if possible.” 

However, he pointed out that 
the Housing Authority has con- 
tracted for federal financial aid 
for the project. A construction 
contract also has been award- 
ed and preliminary work on 
the development has been 
started. 

“There is a big question of 
financial liability under these 
contracts if any move should 
be made at this late date to 
halt the project,” Meier added. 


Reversal by Council. 


Expressing surprise at the 
action of the council, Meier 
said he was at a loss to under- 
stand its reversal of position. 
Just last week, he noted, the 
council defeated a resolution 
calling on the Authority to 
abandon the Jefferson Barracks 
project. 

John J. McAtee, attorney 
for the Housing Authority, ex- 
pressed doubt as to the effect 
of the council resolution. He 
said his preliminary view was 
that under federal law the 
council probably has authority 
to negotiate with the Federal 
Government for abandonment

Proclaimed Assumption Dogma 
| In 1950 the Pope called Gath- 
olics to Rome for a Holy Year 
dedicated to peace. Millions 
prayed for peace, but during 
the year—in many respects the 
eatest Holy Year in Catholic 
ry—war broke out in 

Korea. 

While the Holy Year brought 
mo peace, it did supply a set- 
ting for what may, in future 
years, be considered Pope Pius’s 
most significant act—the pro- 
clamation of the Assumption 
dogma, requiring Catholics to 

lieve as a tenet of their 
faith that the Virgin Mary was 
taken into heaven in body as 
well as in spirit. 

This was the first dogma in 
Mearly 100 years to be pro- 
claimed by a Pontiff without 
first calling an ecumenical 
council of bishops. 

The papal bull, a Latin docu- 
ment of about 6000 words on 
26 sheets of sheepskin parch- 
ment, set forth: 

“The immaculate Mother of 

od, Mary, the Virgin, when 
the course of her life on earth 
was finished was taken up body 
and soul into heaven.” 

A multitude estimated by 
Vatican sources at half a mil- 
lion cheered at the ceremony 
in St. Peter’s Square.

“We have condemned and re- 
jected, as the duty of our of- 
fice demands, the errors which 
the promoters of atheistic Com- 
munism teach and try to propa- 
gate, to the great detriment and 
misfortune of the citizens,” the 
Pope wrote. :

He devoted part of the let- 
ter to answering Communist 
charges that he had favored 
war or favored one nation 
against another. The Pontiff 
was the frequent target of the 
Soviet press, which before and 
after World War II accused the 
Vatican of collaboration with 
the Axis powers. Later it ac- 
cused the Vatican of compli- 
city with the West. 


Throughout his reign, and 
especially in its final years, 
Pope Pius again and again 
sought by written and spoken 
word to disassociate the Church 
from particular interest with 
any bloc of nations or single 
country. The Church, he said, 
was supranational and not to be 
politically tied with any nation 
or group of nations. 

For a long time in nimerous 
speeches encyclicals and exhor- 
tations against Communism, the 
Pope refrained from calling it 
by name. But on Sept. 4, 1949, 
in a radio address to German 
Catholics, he referred to “athe- 
istic Communism” and said his

262nd Pope in March, 1939. 


When Cardinal Eugenio Pa- 
celli, an eyewitness to the hor- 
rors ef war a generation previ- 
ously, became the 262nd Pope 
March 2, 1939—his sixty-third 
birthday—the world was totter- 
ing on the brink of the greatest 
and bloodiest conflict in His- 


tory. 

His first formal words after 
his election were an appeal to 
the: world for peace—"“that sub- 
lime gift from. heaven.” He 
invoked the aid of God on all 
governments that they might 
condtct the affairs of state in 
a manner to avoid war. 

Six months later — Sept. 1, 
1939—came the spark that ig- 
nited the global struggle when 
Germany invaded Poland. 

It was the second world war 
the Pope had tried in vain to 
avert or stop once hostilities 
had begun. As a young and 
brilliant diplomatic assistant to 
Pope Benedict XV, he had aid- 
ed in drawing up an ambitious 
but fruitless peace plan to halt 
World War I in 1917. Later, 
as Archbishop of Sardi and 
apostolic nuncio to Germany 
he had vainly tried to persuade 
Kaiser Wilhelm to end that 
war. 

A Great Internationalist. 


He was recognized through- 
out the world as a practicing 
internationalist and one of the 
greatest diplomats in Vatican 
history. He did much to pro- 
mote the universality of the 
Catholic Church. 

The Pope’s influence was 
brought to bear forcibly on the 
1948 parliamentary elections in 
Italy in which the Communists 
were strong contenders. Hé 
urged his people to exercise 
their franchise. 

When the foes of Commun- 
ism emefged victorious, he said 
that the “skies of Italy are 
brighter with hope.” Terming 
the result a memorable event 
in Italian history, he declared 
the balloting had “quickened 
the confidence of all Europe, 
yes, and the whole world.” 

Pope Pius XII put the weight 
of the Catholic Church behind 
social reforms in the postwar 
world. In his pronouncement 
on that subject, he said the 
world’s rulers must heed the 
cries and go to the rescue 
of “wayward and embittered 
hearts which had gone astray 
in the ruin of the war and its 
aftermath.” He declared the 
“urgent need” was to “provide 
the poorer classes with hous- 
ing, bread and work.” 

A Native Reman. 


Eugenio Pacelli was born 
March 2, 1876, in Rome. The

new Italian state. Besides the 
elder brother, there were two 
sisters. 

Eugenio was a studious and 
religious boy who donned the 
cassock for the first time when 
he was 10 and became an altar 
boy at the parish church in the 
center of old Rome. Eugenio 
first attended a nuns’ school, 
then the Royal Lyceum and 
later the Capranica College, liv- 
ing at home with his parents 
throughout his school career. 
He was an exceptional scholar 
and won many honors. 

He was ordained a priest at 
22 and said his first Mass in the 
Basilica of Santa Maria Mag- 
giore. On ordination, he ac- 
cepted a post as instructor in 
canon law at the Apollinare 
Academy. 

However, his teachers’ ac- 
counts of his brilliance already 
had reached the Vatican and 
he was not able to assume the 
academy position. Cardinal 
Pietro Gasparri summoned him 
to become an apprentice in the 
Congregation for Extraordinary 
Ecclesiastical Affairs, which is 
a sort of investigation bureau 
for the Vatican Secretariat of 
State. 

Thus began a long service 


within the walls of Vatican City 
which led eventuajly to the 


| throne. 


Helped Draft Peace Plan. 

When Pius X became Pope 
in 1903, the young priest be- 
came an assistant to Cardinal 
Merry del Val, but also a&sisted 
Cardinal Gasparri in codifying 
canon law—“a library mouse,” 
as he called himself. 

When Benedict XV became 
Pope in 1914, Gasparri became 
his Secretary of State and 
Msgr. Pacelli Under Secretary 
of State. It was in this post 
that Pacelli helped draft the 
peace plan with which Pope 
Benedict attempted to have 
World War I called off. The 
Pope consecrated him titular 


him to Germany as nuncio. 

The 42-year-old nuncio suc- 
ceeded in seeing the Kaiser and 
Chancellor Bethmann-Hollweg. 
It soon became apparent that 
so terrific a combat as was 
then raging was destined to 
continue to the finish of one 
side or the other. So he saw 
the Pope’s peace hopes col- 
lapse. 

Braved Armed Mob. 


Archbishop Pacelli remained 
as nuncio—his seat was at Mu- 
nich—through the bitter last 
years of the war. He remained 
at Munich also through the 
Red administration which fol- 
lowed the war, watching the 
disintegration of the empire 
and its social structure. 

When it appeared that So- 
cialism or Communism would 
sweep through Germany, he 
took the pulpit of the Munich 
Cathedral to attack them, in- 
curring the hatred of the left- 
ists in power in the city. 

An armed band broke into 
the nunciature one night. The 
Archbishop walked down the 
broad staircase to meet his 
callers. Pistols were pressed 
against him. He was unafraid 
and smiled, 

“You are on extra-territorial 
soil,” he said. “It’s never wise 
to kill a diplomat.” 

His quiet charm conquered 
them and they departed. Later 
he received apologies from 
party leaders. 7 

Concordat a Triumph. — 

He was accredited as envoy 
to the new German republic in 
1920 and in 1924 transf 
his residence to Berlin. He ne- 
gotiated a concordat between 
the Vatican and Germany, to 
replace an old one which con- 
cerned only Bavaria. This was 
a major diplomatic triumph, 
for he obtained favorable con- 
ditions for the church even 
Prussia, in the heart of Luther- 
anism. 2 

While in Germany, he 
came a close friend of Achil 
Ratti, for a time nuncio at War- 
saw, later Pope Pius XI. r 

Pi XI retained

A few years later when the 
of the concordat was 
threatened by a new dispute 
over the activities of Italian 
Catholic Action, the laymen’s 
organization, he was in the cen- 
ter of things. Catholic Action 
headquarters were raided and 
pictures of the Pope were 
thrown in the street. The Pope, 
with Pacelli at his side, fought 
back at Benito Mussolini's 
Fascism. 


The controversy finally was 
settled, but there were many 
other problems to occupy the 
diplomacy of the Vatican— 
troubles of the church in Mex- 
ico, Spain and Germany and a 
new dispute with Fascism in 
1938 over the racial policy. 

With the rise of Adolf Hitler, 
relations between the Vatican 
and Germany became strained. 

In 1935 when there were bit- 
ter complaints from German 
prelates in connection with 
treatment of priests and the 
growth of neopaganism, he

cusing it of violating the 1933 
concordat. 

With Hitler’s annexation of 
Austria, an almost entirely 
Catholic state, new problems

Visited St. Louis in 1936. 
Cardinal Pacelli visited the 
United States in 1936, traveling 
across the continent and back 
by plane, visiting a score of 
dioceses and delighting Cathe- 
lics and non-Catholics alike by 
his smiling personality and 
democratic manner. He visited 
New York, Washington, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, San Francisco 


and other cities, and was a 
luncheon guest of President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park. 

He also had a first-hand 
knowledge of South America, 
having attended the Interna- 
tional Eucharistic Congress at 
Buenos Aires in 1934 as papal 
legate. 

Cardinal Pacelli also served 
as archpriest of St. Peter’s and 
as Cardinal Camerlengo. In 
the latter capacity, it was he 
who ritualistically thrice called 
out the name of Pius XI and, 
on hearing no reply, formally 
announced his death. And also 
in this capacity he headed the 
ad interim government of the 
church after the Pope’s death. 


His conduct of this post, car- 
ried out with the greatest diplo- 
macy, ability and consideration 
for all of the Cardinals to- 
gether with his pepularity with 
his colleagues, led to his elec- 
tion March 2, 1939, as Pope 
on the third ballot. 

No Cardinal Secretary of 
State ever had been selected 
Pope before. 

Romans were highly pleased 
with the choice, for he was the 
first native Roman to be 


elected Pope since Innocent 
XIII in 1721. He Was crowned 
March 12, 1939, in the colorful 
ages-old ceremonies.

In an address in June 1946, 
the Pope had urged that the 
United States take leadership 
in the world’s efforts to build 
a new world. 


Truman wrote to him in 1947 
that the world’s moral forces 
must unite against “those who 
seek to destroy them,” and de- 
clared he wanted to “encour- 
age renewed faith in the digni- 
ty and worth of the human per- 
son in all lands.” 


The Pope, replying, attacked 
systems of Government reduc- 
ing men to slavery and 
pledged “wholehearted ¢o-op- 
eration from God's church” in 
defending “the individual 
against despotic rule, the labor- 
ing man against oppression, re- 
ligion against persecution.” 


Although an _ Episcopalian, 
Taylor was an old friend of 
the Pope. He had entertained 
him at his New York home 
when, as Cardinal] Pacelli, he 
— the United States in 
1936. 


In a Christmas 1941 radio 
message the Pope laid down a 
five-point plan for world peace, 
predicated on “an adequate and 
progressive” limitation of 
armaments. In the world of the 
future, he said, there must 
be no place for: 

Any kind of aggression; op- 
pression of minorities; design- 
ing nations seeking a monopoly 
on economic wealth; total war 
or armament races; persecution 
directed against religious sects 
or churches, because “faith is 
one of the rights of mankind.” 

World War II came very close 
to the Pope. When the Ger- 
mans occupied Rome in Sep- 
tember of 1943, he was isolated 
in the Vatican except by radio. 


In mid-summer of that year 
the Americans had bombed 
military targets in the Eternal 
City, though exercising care to 
protect the shrines. During the

Christmas Plea for Peace. 

In his Christmas message of 
1944, the Pope called on the

Indisposed by Iliness. 

On Jan. 22, 1953, the Pope 
was compelled by illness to sus- 
pend audience. He resumed 
them on March 15. 


On Jan. 26, 1954, he again 
canceled all audiences because 
of illness induced by overstrain. 
Two days later he was revealed 
to be suffering from a stomach 
disorder that caused persistent 
hiccuping and consequent fa- 
tigue from loss of sleep. He 
was reported recovered from 
- attack of gastritis by March 


In his Easter broadcast of 
April 18, 1954, the Pope called 
for an international bar on 
atomic, biological and chemical 
warfare, adding that such a bar 
should “always” be subordi- 
nated to “legitimate self-de- 
fense.” 

On May 2, 1954, the Pope 
conducted his first public au- 
dience since his illness earlier 
in the year. 

On Nov. 26, it was disclosed 
that he had fallen sick again. 

Early in December of 1954, 
the Pontiff suffered a severe 
collapse. Romans gathered in 
St. Peter’s Square and knelt on 
cobblestones to pray for his re- 
covery. 

Heart Is Weakened. 

The illness started as a recur- 
rence of the gastritis and 
resulting nausea and hiccuping 
that had sapped the Pope's 
strength the previous winter. 
X-rays revealed a hernia of the 
esophagus. The collapse tem- 
porarily weakened his heart. 

But, feeble as he was, a few 
days later the Pope broadcast 
a benediction by microphone 
from his sickbed to the people 
of Rome. 

Then, on December 8, he 


closed the Marian Year with a 
blessing to the world from his 


sickroom. His message was 
spoken with deep emotion, as 
if reflecting his suffering. His 
words, recorded at his bedside, 
were broadcast over Vatican 
radio. 

For the first time in his pon- 
tificate, the Pope was unable 
to receive Vatican diplomats 
during the 1954 Christmas 
holidays. His ailment also pre- 
vented him from delivering his 
annual Christmas mesage to 
the world.

States 4, Spain 4, Portugal 3. 
Brazil 3, Argentina, Canada and 
Germany 2 each, Armenia, Aus- 
tria, Australia, Belgium, Bri- 
tain, Chile, China, Colombia, 
Cuba, Ecuador, Holland, Hun- 
gary, Ireland, Peru, Poland, 
Syria and Yugoslavia 1 each. 

Two of the new cardinals 
were absent in 1953 from the 
colorful, centuries-old rites be- 
cause their archdioceses were 
in countries governed by Com- 
munists. These were Cardinal 
Stepinac of Yugoslavia and 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski of 
Poland. 


The consistory had been pref- 
aced by the rupture of the 
Vatican’s relationg with anti- 
Cominform but Communist- 
governed Yugoslavia—its last 
diplomatic tie with any Com- 
munist country. This came 
‘bout after the Vatican an- 
nounced that Stepinac, arch- 
bishop of Zagreb, was to be 
named a cardinal. 


American Proclaimed Saint. 


In July 1946 the Pope pro- 
claimed Mother Frances Xavier 
Cabrini a saint, the first citizen 
of the United States to be so 
elevated by the Roman Catho- 
lie Church. The process of 
canonization was begun in 1933 
for the founder of the Mission- 
ary Sisters of the Sacred Heart, 
who died in Chicago on Dec. 
22, 1917. Her order established 
charitable institutions in many 
cities of the United States, in 
London and Paris and in 
Buenos Aires and Rio de 
Janeiro. 

In May of 1958 the Pope 
designated Chicago's Cardinal 
Samuel Stritch as leader of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Propagation of the Faith. This 
was the highest Vatican posi- 
tion to which ah American 
ever had been named. Bu: 
Cardinal Stritch was felled by 
a stroke and died May 27, 1953, 
before he could assume direc- 
tion of the church’s missionary 
activities. 


Pope Pius XII was an excep- 
tional linguist. He had fluent 
mastery of Latin, Greek, Ital- 
ian, French, German and Eng- 
lish. He knew enough of other 
languages to exchange simple 
greetings with callers at times 
in Hungarian, Slovene and 
Polish, 

He was an omnivorous reader 
and devoted a good amount of 
time to perusing newspapers of 
the world. 

The tall slender Pope was an 
imposing figure on ceremonial 
occasions. He went through 
long rites—sometimes lasting 
five hours or more—with per- 
fect knowledge of the intricate 
ritual and especially with grace 
of carriage and movements. 

This grace was especially 
notable when he walked to the 
high altar of St. Peter’s to say 
mass and when he stretched 
out his arm in blessing or drew 
in his hands to his breast in 
the apostolic gesture. 


Simplicity at Audiences. 


His audiences, in contrast 
with the practice of previous

Three hundred years ago an 
attendant noted the smoke 
from the open fires, along with 
that of candles, was smudging 
paintings in the Sistine Chapel, 
among them Michelangelo's 
“Last Judgment.” 

To remedy that, a small 
stove was obtained and its

Hennings Leader in the Fight 
That Beat Back Jenner-Butler| 
Reprisal on the Supreme Court 


Proposals to Restrict Jurisdiction in 
Retaliation for Particular Decisions 
Defeated in the Senate by a Hairline 
Vote of 41 to 40. 


This is the fifth in a series of articles dealing with the 

hostile criticiem currently directed at the Supreme 

Court. Earlier articles have shown that the highest tri- 

bunal has been denounced, almost from its earliest days, 
by those who did not like its decisions.

HEN THE HISTORIANS of the Supreme Court write 
the chronicle of what happened Aug. 20-21, 1958, in the 
closing hours of the Eighty-fifth Congress, to sdve the 
Supreme Court from the gross humiliation of being deprived 
of much of its most important jurisdiction, the name of one 


vigilant, determined Senator should lead, all the rest. He is the 
senior Senator from Missouri, Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 


The Jenner-Butler bil] had 
been tacked onto a minor ad- 
ministrative agency bill then 


pending in the Senate.’ The 
strategy of its backers was to 
try to get the anti-Supreme 
Court monkey wrench 

as a rider to other legislation. 

Opposed to the Jenner-But- 
ler bill in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, by which it was ap- 
proved, 10 to 5, Senator Hen- 
nings prepared himself for an 
all-out fight, on the floor, if 
necessary... Taking notice of 
the Communist danger, he said 
the way to meet it was with 
the “weapons of free men.” 
He told the Senate: 

“True, the methods . of 
tyranny would be far more ef- 
fective in meeting this danger, 
but our forefathers have set 
our course and we must con- 
tinue along this path of liberty 
and justice.” 

Hennings’s Motion to Table. 

The Missourian then cli- 
maxed his long fight against 
the vindictive bill to cripple 


the Supreme Court by putting | C 


the motion to table. On this 
showdown rollcall the Jenner- 
Butler proposals were rejected 
by the close vote of 49 to 41. 
A change of sides by only five 
Senators would have imposed 
the most serious Hmitations on 
the Supreme Court in its his- 
tory. 

As introduced by Republican 
Senator William E. Jenner of 
Indiana, his measure would 
have blotted out the authority 
of the Supreme Court to hear 
appeals in cases involving the 
constitutionality of— 

1. Proceedings against wit- 
nesses before congressional 
committees. 

2. Security actions against 
government employes. 

3. State laws concerning 
subversive activities. 

4. Public school teaching 
regulations concerning sub- 
versive activities. 

5. State rules concerning 
admission to practice of law. 

Each one of these original 
major provisions was in effect 


a reprisal against one “r more 
Supreme Court decisions hand- 
ed down under the chief jus- 
ticeship of Earl Warren, former 
Republican Governor of Cali- 
fornia. The effect of the Jen- 
ner retaliation would have been 
to punish the Supreme Court 
severely, to weaken gravely 
the effective constitutional 
rights of 170,000,000 Americans 
rand to spread confusion 
through conflicting lower court 
decisions across the country. 

The prospect was serious 
enough that the American Bar 
Association’s House of Dele- 
gates, although reserving the 
right to criticize Supreme Court 
decisions and without approv- 
ing or disapproving decisions 
under fire, came out in flat 
opposition to the proposals.

A merging of 
the votes on the several Su- 
preme Court tests shows that 
41 Senators (27 Democrats and 
14 Republicans) took a “pro- 
court” position on all. it 
shows also that 39 Senators (21 
Republicans and 18 Democrats) 
took an “anti-court” position 
each time. 

Analysis of Vote Records. 

These voting records are ex- 
ceedingly significant. They re- 
veal that although the hostility 
was directed at decisions hand- 
ed down after Republican Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s appoint- 
ments had begun to reshape the 
Supreme Court, it was the 
Democratic Senators who sup- 
ported the Supreme Court, 
2-to-1, over the Republicans.

President Eisenhower paid a 


call on the man who gave the President his first big start 


on the career that has seen him become a figure of world- 


wide renown. 
The President walked down 


the hall of Walter Reed’s V.1.P. 
wing to visit for a short time 
with Gen, George C. Marshall. 
As Chief of Staff of the Army 
when World War II broke out, 
Marshall jumped Eisenhower, 
who Lad only recently been 
made a temporary major gen- 
eral, over the heads of 366 
senior officers. Throughout 
the war, Marshall showed for 
the protege he had put in com- 
mand of the Allied armies an 
almost fatherly concern. 

It was the first meeting in a 
long time for the two generals 
who have played such a vital 
part in America’s war and post- 
war history. Reserved and 
reticent as he has always been, 
Marshall entered Walter Reed 
several weeks ago for treat- 
ment and for a thorough yp ind 
cal examination. Personal pub- 
licity plays no part in the aus- 
tere code he has lived by and 
he will not discuss his illness. 


Reluctant to Write Story. 

Marshall, who will be 78 
yeats old on Dec. 31, was for 
long reluctant to write his story 
of the war. His viewpoint ex- 
pressed in the forthright, sol- 
dierly language characteristic 
of him, was that if he told an 
honest story, which was the 
only kind he would want to tell, 
he would have to report cer- 
tain blunders that prolonged 
the war a year or more and he 
had no intention of doing that. 

More recently, however, he 
has been persuaded to set 
down some of his impressions 
at the same time that official 


historians have been assem- 
bling his papers. Gen. Mar- 
shall has dictated 40 hours of 
tape recordings. In transcrip- 
tion, they will be made avail- 


From 1939, when he took 
over the direction of a ragged 
peacetime army of 175,000, 
Marshall had more to do with 
shaping and directing the vast 
military machine that defeated 
the Axis powers than any 
single man in uniform. But 
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glare of publicity focussed on 
those in active command and 
because of his natural reserve, 
the loud hosannahs of praise 
were not for him. 


Silent Under Attack. 


When the late Senatot: Jo- 
seph McCarthy and Senator 
William E. Jenner launched a 
calculated and savage attack 
on him designed to show that 
he was the next thing to a 
traitor, Marshall kept silent, 
What this meant to one who 
had given so much of his life 
in the service of his country 
only those closest to him — 
perhaps only his wife—would 
ever know. 

Devoted admirers of Gen. 
Marshall were bitter in their 
criticism of Gen. Eisethower 
when, in his first presidential 
campaign six years ago, he 
struck out of a speech he was 
to deliver in Milwaukee pdra- 
graphs praising his wartime 
chief. A newcomer to politics, 
Gen. Eisenhower had been told 
hy Republican leaders that it 
would be inappropriate. to 
speak this praise in McCarthy’s 
home state with the Senator 
sitting on the platform. I6 his 
second campaign two years’ago, 
President Eisenhower in a 
speech in Virginia was Warm 
in praise of Marshall. 


Formal Relationship.

1939 just as the guns were being unlimbered 
for World War II. Almost cial 
act was an appeal to the nations 
and peace. 

Throughout his reign he was destined to 
repeat this call for peace—‘“a peace of justice 
and moderation” — only to find ears and 
minds closed to it. The bomb-shadowed cold 
war followed the fall of Hitler and Mussolini, 
and three of his cardinals were counted 
among its victims: Mindszenty, Stepinac and 
Wyzynski. 

. . . 

Perhaps Pius XII believed that true peace 
would come only with the universal acceptance 
of the brotherhood of man. To this he made 
practical contributions. As seats in the Col- 
lege of Cardinals became vacant, he departed 
from the convenience of naming Italian bish- 
ops to fill them. He looked afar, even to 
India and Africa. He appointed five American 
cardinals. Of the 70 cardinals, he left only 
26 Italians, a situation which had not pre- 
vailed for 400 years. 

The designation of a cardinal is a way of 
honoring a man and a nation. More impor- 
tantly perhaps, this Pope emphasized the 
elevation of native bishops and the enlarge- 
ment of a native clergy in all parts of the 
world. As few others have had the oppor- 
tunity to do it, he demonstrated that yellow 
and black and white have nothing whatsoever 
to do with the inherent dignity and humanity 
of the race of man. 

Roman-born Pacelli, as Cardinal Secretary 
of State, was regarded as the diplomat ne 
plus ultra, the man of protocol, chancelleries 
and high matters of state. As Pope, he cared 
for people and their well-being. He spoke out 
against Socialism in favor of free enterprise. 
Yet many would not accept his interpreta- 
tion of the latter term. 
~ . . 


He insisted on co-operation, responsibility 
and generous justice between employer and 
employe. Prosperity, he said, must be for all 
the people. And observing the drift of selfish- 
ness in many places, he asked: 


Why not, while there is still time, put 
things in order, in the full consciousness 
of common responsibility, in a way to assure 
(the employer) against unjust suspicion and 
(the workers) against illusions which will 
not be long in becoming social perils? 


The Pope was a man of piety. He led the 
faithful of his church in the great devotions 
of the Holy Year and the Marian Year, con- 
vinced that prayer may work the great mir- 
acles which are always beyond government 
and finance and sociology. After all human 
efforts, it was his great resource. 

And so Pius worked. He had not the power 
of an Alexander to divide the world, nor the 
opportunity of an Urban to build a great city 
and splendid temples as outward symbols of 
his church and his faith. He did not com- 
mand the authority of a Gregory which could 
bring an emperor barefoot through the snow. 
Yet his name has been inscribed with their 
names.

‘Beating the 5 O’Clock Rush 


More than one automobile driver, tied up 
in midtown rush traffic, must have reflected 
sombrely that maybe he could make better 
time if he got out and crawled on all-fours 
the rest of the way. Of course he couldn’t 
(except perhaps in extreme cases) but just 
sitting there inching forward by almost im- 
perceptible degrees is more than a little 
maddening. 

What is the way, if any, to beat the traffic, 
anyhow? A German manufacturing concern 
unwilling to let the question remain rhetori- 
cal has sought its answer on the streets of 
Stuttgart. Various types of vehicles on wheels 
were turned loose at 5 p.m. to drive eight 
and a half miles through the center of town. 

A motor bike, which is an ordinary bicycle 
with a motor on it, finished first, taking 24 
minutes. A motorcycle was second by sec- 
onds. A minute more and a motor scooter 
crossed the finish line. A small car was next, 
with a log of 38 minutes. Bringing up the 
rear was the American car, which took 40 
minutes—nearly twice as long as the motor 
bike. 

Moral: The bigger the bumper, the more 
of them are probably going to be jammed up 
against one another. 


A Mistake, Not Martyrdom 


An admitted blunder by federal income 
tax officials in Little Rock has given Gov. 
Orval Faubus an opportunity to reappoint 


himself a martyr to federal injustice, and he. 


has made the most of it.

Returned With Thanks ( ? ) 


Sherman Adams has sent out that $2500 
oriental rug to be cleaned and then shipped 
back to Bernard Goldfine. So it was a loan 
after all and the Boston industrialist who sent 
it to the former presidential assistant has 
some refiguring to do. That is, refigure his 
income tax return which charged the rug off 
as a business expense. It may be just for the 
record now, but this is a pretty important 
record and one worth keeping straight. A 
loan just can’t be a gift by either Webster or 
the Internal Revenue Service. 


An Extended Attack on Slums 


Mayor Tucker’s proposals to the Eisen- 
hower Administration on urban renewal make 
sense. He asked the President to develop 
and support a 10-year program with $500,- 
000,000 a year in federal funds to finance an 
extended battle against urban decay. 


Failure of Congress to pass a housing bill 
in the last session eliminated new money for 
this activity and forced the Urban Renewal 
Administration to adopt an unsatisfactory 
method of allocating its carry-over funds. 
That formula is based on population, not need 
or willingness to provide local support for the 
federal program.. Cities like St. Louis, which 
have funds available to participate in a sub- 
stantial federal program, are seriously han- 
dicapped. St. Louis’s Tandy and Murphy 
projects have been delayed. 

How much sympathy the Mayor's pro- 
posal will elicit from the Administration is 
questionable.

Warning on Limited Atomic War 
A warning against the concept of a limited 

atomic war is a warning that deserves marked 

attention throughout the United States. Such 


a warning, clear and to the point, was issued 


this week by a man well qualified to make 
it~—Vice Adm. Charles R. Brown, who for 
the last 26 months has commanded the Sixth 
Fleet in the Mediterranean. 

In an address at the National Press Club 
in Washington, Adm. Brown said he would 
not advise the use of atomic weapons, no mat- 
ter how small, in any limited war. He hit hard 
at the major weakness in the limitation 
theory: “I have no faith in the controlled use 
of atomic weapons.” He explained that he 
was speaking of a future situation in which 
each side would have the ability to destroy 
the other. : 

The Pentagon has been saying for some 
time that while Soviet Russia could deal the 
United States a heavy blow with a surprise 
attack, the Strategic Air Command ! ed 
the ability to destroy Russia several times 
over. Just in the last three years the Penta-

The Apolitical Man 


Corporations and Their Middle Class Are W eakening Democracy

“Many younger business men who 
would like to participate actively in 
the Democratic party do not do so 
because they are afraid to,” Gov. 
Williams of Michigan has written in 
the Harvard Business Review. “In 
some areas the young man in a pro- 
fession or in business is ostracized 
if he becomes or remains a Dem- 
ocrat.”

their careers, but in time “being 
non-political” simply becomes an 
aspect of their personalities. .In a 
recent article on business men in 
politics, Time’s business editor con- 
cluded that “there is more talk than 
action.” 


Unlike their colleagues in other 
countries, Time said, “United States 
business men, whether Democrats or 
Republicans, have a deep-seated 
aversion to political activity. Even in 
the last presidential campaign an up- 
surge in political interest on the part 
of business men generally took the 
form of discreet, behind-the-scenes 


aid. Few business men shrink from 
political action in cases that directly 
affect their industry, e.g., for higher 
tariffs on imported textiles. But most 
executives shrink from open support 
of political parties for fear of of- 
fending customers, stockholders or 
powerful public officials.” 

If the executive does not particl- 
pate in party politics, it is obvious 
that the junior executive and the 
middle-management employe will 
stay even farther away from it. 

Full-fledged participation in a 
party is the essential ingredient in 
democratic politics. It would be 
wrong to say merely that the middle- 
class corporation employe is afraid 
to join in; it is rather that he has 
neither the interest nor the inclina- 
tion to identify himself with politics. 

There are several dangers inherent 
in this renunciation of politics. First, 
if the emerging middle class is un- 
able to fill the role in politics which 
has been traditionally assigned to it, 
we will be confronted with a vacuum 
in political leadership. 


This void will be most important 
at the outset, at the state and local 
level. Certainly this has been the 
phe in the South. The moderate 
and law-abiding people of Little 
Rock and similar cities are members 
of the mid Class, and an increas- 
ing number of them are corporation 
employes. 

The same may be said of the North 
in the area of civil liberties: the 
middle class, while tolerant in in- 
formal social relationships, has not 
been notable in defending the free- 
dom of dissident groups and indi- 
viduals. Such a defense would 
require political participation, and 
the middle class has forsaken such 
commitment, 

Second, the idea of corporate citi- 
zenship is non-democratic. The 
bounties are received from a patern- 
alistic organization which is respon- 


sive to the needs of its employes 
but is not accountable for what it 
doés or for the way it does it. 

The middle-class corporate em- 
ploye must live with the hope and 
faith that he will be provided for, 
especially because he has no union. 
Faith in the beneficence of non- 
accountable rulers is a shaky foun- 
dation for citizenship. 


There are serious questions to 
answer before we can affirm that a 
corporation’s political activities— 
party contributions, legislative lobby- 
ing, public rélations, and community 
relations—are methods of represent- 
ing employes and stockholders, 


In what ways, for example, do the 
members of a corporate community 
benefit from the increased freedom 
which the corpo- 
ration gains 
through its politi- 
eal participation? 
If we saw that the 
corporation is 
representing its 
members — that 
the interests of 
corporate citizens 
become identical 
with those of their 


: corporate commu- 

Disraeli nity—it can only 
be in the sense of virtual represen- 
tation. 


This idea was made popular by 
Disraeli in the nineteenth century 
and postulated that’ while large sec- 
tions of the population would not 
participate in politics, their interests 
would be looked after by a benign 
ruling class. The corporation seems 
to. be accepting this: it acts as it 
thinks best for its members’ welfare, 
and its wisdom is accepted on faith. 
The corporation has certainly not 
set out to weaken the foundations of 
democratic politics, but its growth 
as the characteristic institution of 
our time is having this consequence.

This should surprise no one. 
It has long been most probable 
that as we were playing the 
game with Chiang, the end 
would be a deal in which we 
would be left on the outside. 

The fatal error of our policy 
has been refusal to see that

— but that Formosa could not 
be saved from absorption by 
the mainland if we staked 
everything on Chiang.

‘Green Grows Ivy’ Is Treas- 
urers Account of 
| Worman in Politics, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UPT) 
-—“Green Grows Ivy” is the 
book that answers the ques- 
tion: Can a little girl from a 
mining town in the West be- 
come Treasurer of the United 


States? The answer is yes. 

Mrs. Ivy Baker Priest, who 
affixes her signature to the 
billions of dollars of currency 
Uncle Sam issues every year, 
is that little girl, the daughter 
of a miner in Bingham Canyon, 
Utah. 

Her book (published by Mc- 
Graw-Hill Book Co., Inc., New 
York) is an easy-going, woman- 
to-woman account of her 
triple-life of homemaker, 
mother (three children) and 
politician, 

There are no startling reve- 
lations of behind-the-scenes po- 
litical goings-on here. 

But that is not to say she 
does not give some candid 
glimpses of life among the 
politicians. 

For instance, when she first 
came to Washington in 1953 
to take over her new Treasury 
post, Mrs. Priest told President 
Eisenhower at a White House 
dinner that she “never ex- 
pected to get anywhere near 
the White House.”

He Was City Counselor’s

M. Ralph Walsh, former 
prosecuting attorney of St.

1949, died today of a heart 
disease at Jewish Hospital. 


Mr. Walsh, who was 57 years 
old and lived at 3448 Brannon 
avenue, had been ill for several 
weeks.

“Increase in the maximem 
payments of old age assist- 
ance, aid to the disabled and 
aid to the blind to $65 a month. 
Increase in the maximum pay- 
ment under the aid to depend- 
ent children program to $30 
per recipient, which would 
mean higher average family 
payments. 

“A medical care program 
for the indigent, and expan- 
sion of the child welfare pro- 


gram and services that can be 
rendered under this program.” 


The effect of legislation on 
old age and survivers insur- 
ance will be the lower number 
of persons on such assistance 
rolls in Missouri as the ex- 


tended coverage and increased 
payments become fully ef- 
fective, Carter declared.

THERE is no doubt that 
icans really enjoy the good old 
spud; last year Americans con- 
sumed the staggering amount 
of 213,000,000 pounds of frozen 
potatoes.

Convenience no doubt is a 
leading factor in this wide- 
spread acceptance of the frozen 
product, but uniformity of qual- 
ity also is important. Mature 
potatoes are frozen at the peak 
of quality, French fries are 
frozen when potato varieties 
most suited for frying are at 
their best, baked and mashed 
potatoes are processed when 
those potato types are at their 
peak. 


Frozen potato products in- 
clude the French fry, diced, 


patties, mashed or whipped, 
puffs, and a variety of spe- 
cialty dishes. Leader in popu- 
larity is (you guessed it) the 
French , 

The versatility of the frozen 
French fry was dramatically 
shown in a soup-to-dessert pre- 
sentation of dishes made from 
this one packaged frozen item. 
Included were casserole dishes, 
appetizers and salads.

True, not all fish is inexpen- 
sive. Some of it is in the deli- 
cacy class, but frequently these 
higher priced varieties may be 
prepared in ways which 
“stretch” the seafood and make 
it go a long way, thus bringing 
down the cost per serving. 

The little booklet mentioned 
elsewhere on.this page, “Tips 
on Cooking Fish and Shell- 
fish,” contains some recipes 
you may want to try. Some are 
quite fancy, including “Tide- 
water Delight” made with 
clams and “Sea Treasure 
Rockefeller” made with oys- 
ters. 

But in case you prefer 
simpler fare, here are four 
basic fish recipes (not included 
in the leaflet).

As Booster for Natural One

In &@ movie shown to the 
American College of Surgeons 
by the heart’s designer, Dr. 
Adrian Kantrowitz, chief heart 
surgeon at Maimonedes Hos- 
pital, you could see the fist of 
muscle throbbing almost as 
strongly as the natural pump- 
ing organ near it. 

Then Dr. Kantrowitz lifted 
in his hand the secret of the 
new system: a tiny radio 
broadcasting station. Without 
the radio the new heart falters 
and stops. 

Timing Signal Broadcast. 

The radio transmitter out- 
side the body broadcasts the 
timing signal to a radio inside. 
The second radio stimulates a 
nerve. The nerve in turn sig- 
nals the new heart to squeeze 
and then it contracts with a 
force equal to the natural 
heart. 

Dr. Kantrowitz, who has not 
yet put the new heart into a 
human being, said the booster 
reduced the work of the natur- 
al pump by as much as 25 per 
cent. For a sick human being 
this spells the difference be- 
tween life and death. More 
than 500,000 persons in the 
United States have hearts 
weak enough to be benefited 
by this invention. 

Only a few electronic and 
biological problems stand be- 
tween the device and its ap- 
plication to a human patient. 
It was hailed as one of the 
most ingenious surgical 
achievements in more than a 
decade. 

To make the new heart, Dr. 
Kantrowitz and his associate,

used the diaphragm, a powerful 
muscle at the bottom of the 
chest cage that supports the 
lungs like a net.

In a dog, Dr. Kantrowitz 
took a piece about as big as a 
man’s hand, its blood vessels 
and nerves intact. It was alive. 


gest artery coming out of the 
heart, and sewed it there. Now 
the problem was to get the 
gripping muscle to squeeze. Dr. 
Kantrowitz knew that if he 
gave a certain nerve an electric 
shock, the diaphragm would 
contract. But where could he) 
get the timing signal? After 
all, if the new heart did not 
beat in rhythm with the old, | 
there would be no advantage. | 

Dr. Kantrowitz knew that the 
natural heart sent out its own 
electrical timing device. This 
is the electrocardiogram that 
gives the first electrical clues 
of a damaged heart to the phy- 
sician. 

These electrical currents can 
be detected at the surface of | 
your skin and if you could hear | 
them you would hear a beep- 
beep-beep. So the surgeon put 
an electrode at the surface of 
the dog’s skin. This picked up 
the beep-beep-beep of the dog’s 
heart. 

Wire to Transmitter. 

A wire led the signal into the | 
radio transmitter, which was 
about as big as a cigar box 
(eventually it will be the size 
of a hearing aid). The radio 
transmitter rebroadcast the sig- 
nal over the air. Inside the 
dog’s body was a radio receiver, 

This receiver is about as big 
as your thumb. Inside there are 
no batteries, no moving parts. 
It can last forever. It can never 
wear out. The radio picks up 
the signal and leads it out by 


two wires to the nerve. The || 


nerve is shocked. The dia- 
phragm contracts. 

And it contracts in the exact 
beat with the natural heart. 
Actually the pulse is a little 
delayed to permit the heart's 
valve to close and prevent back 
flow. The effect of all this is 
to push more blood through the 
body.

Yugoslav government yester- 
day rejected Hungarian 
charges of Yugoslav complicity 
in the 1956 revolt in Hungary, 
describing them as “fabricated 
accusations.” 

The official news agency 
Tanjug reported that the ac- 
tion had been taken in a note 
delivered to the Hungarian for- 
eign ministry by Jovo Kapicic, 
Yugoslav ambassador in Buda- 


The text of the note was 
not made public in Belgrade 
but Tanjug said it “rejected 
and denied” the charges of “al- 
leged interference of Yugo- 
slavia in Hungarian internal 
affairs in the case of Imre 


Nagy was Premier of Hun- 
gary in the uprising. Last June 
the present Hungarian govern- 
ment announced that he had 
been convicted of treason and 
had been executed. 

Yesterday's note replied to a 
Hungarian note of July 21 and 
a white paper entitled “the 
counter -revolutionary plot of 
Imre Nagy and his accompli- 
ces,” which was published by 
the Budapest regime Aug. 8.

The court also ruled 2-to-1 
that the President § should 
have either accepted the com- 
mission’s recommendation out- 
right, or should have rejected 
it.

It is assumed here that the 
government will appeal the 
decision. 

In the recent imposition of 
quotas on lead and zinc, the 
Tariff Commission split, 3-to- 
3, in recommending. either 
higher tariffs plus quotas, or 
only higher tariffs. The Presi- 
dent imposed only quotas, and 
more liberal quotas than had 
been recommended, and he 
took more than 60 days to act. 

The decision on bicycles 
was directed more at the fail- 
ure of the Tariff Commission 
to act within its nine-month 
limit. That aspect of the case 
involves the fact that the 
President sent the report back 
to the commission for rein- 
vestigation. The original re- 
port had been filed within 
nine months of the bicycles in- 
dustry’s appeal for relief. The 
President, within 60 days, 
sent it back, asking for more 
information. 

The court held that the four 
additional months that the 
tariff commission took for the 
re-investigation made a total 
of 13 months on one investiga- 
tion. 

As for the President’s fail- 
ure to follow the letter of the 
commission’s recommendation, 
the court majority held that 
when Congress has wanted to 
give the President authority to 
modify a recommendation it 
has said so specifically. It held 
that the law requires the Presi- 
dent reject the commission’s 
findings, not compromise 
them, if he will not accept 
them.

Marlon Brando, Gary Cooper, 
Tony Curtis, Kirk Douglas, 
Clark Gable, Cary Grant, Wil- 
liam Holden, Burt WLancaster, 
Gregory Peck, Frank Sinatra, 
James Stewart and John 
Wayne. 


A golden dozen. They hold 
the-balance of power in Holly- 
wood just as surely as the town 
was once ruled oy the pioneer- 
ing producers. The pioneers 
are dying, and the strength of 
the major studios has steadily 
ebbed, The top-draw stars have 
moved into the vacuum. 

If there is any doubt about 
the strength of this talented 12, 
you have only to ask the major 
and independent producers in 
town. They are screaming over 
what they have to pay those 
stars to get their services. 

An M-G-M producer recently 
wailed to a columnist that the 
studio’s product was stalled 
because stars wanted a wing 
of the administration building 
plus $1,000,000, 

Though they may scream, 
the producers pay—and how 
they pay! Take a look at some 
of these reports. 

Paramount gives Brando 
ALL the profits on his new 
western, deducting only studio 
and distribution expenses. 

Twentieth Century-Fox pays 
Wayne $2,000,000 for three pic- 
tures. 

Mirisch Brothers pay Holden 
and Wayne $750,000 apiece 
plus 20 per cent of the profits 
for each of them on “The 
Horse Soldiers.” 

Many producers claim that 
such deals are outrageous and 
that the stars are pricing the 
film business into bankruptcy. 

“The creator of the movie 
ends up working for a salary,” 
an independent producer com- 
plained. “You've practically got 
to give away 125 per cent of 
the picture to line up stars. 
By the time the talents’ de- 
mands are met, there’s no 
profit left for anyone.” 

The stars appear uncon- 
cerned. In the case of Bill 
Holden, he can point out that 
his last five films have aver- 
aged a world gross of between 
$12,000,000 and $14,000,000. 
His “Bridge on the River 
Kwai” deal is offered as proof 
that there can be profit for 
everyone in a good picture. 

Holden was offered 10 cents 
of every dollar that came in 
the box office. The film is one 
of the all-time greats, and his 
take will amount to $2,500,000. 
His payments are limited to 
$50,000 a year, so he can be 
still collecting when he’s a 
great-grandfather. 

“Who needs life insurance 
with deals like that?” he says. 
“It's good for me because I 
get an income for the next 50

rouse, And it’s good for Co- 

umbia because they can keep 
the money, invest it at 3 per 
cent and make a profit.” - 

On the strength of just such 
goldmines as “Kwai,” produc- 
ers continue to offer fabulous 
déals to the 12 stars. The fact 
is that with one of those fa- 
mous names on a contract, the 
movie makers have no trouble 
lining up the money they need 
to make a film. And without 
those names, a major studio 
cannot remain major. 

Of course, the golden dozen 
are not the only stars who can 
draw big money. There are 
others, but their power is not 
quite as intense! 

Incidentally, Rock Hudson 
deserves a‘place in the top list, 
but he is shackled to a studio 
contract and cannot make his 
own deals. 

What about the girls? If you 
wanted to be gallant, you would 
have to add Marilyn Monroe 
and Elizabeth Taylor for a 
more fetching 14. Consider 
these deals: 

MM gets 10 cents of every 
box office dollar for “Some 
‘Like It Hot.” Liz draws $500,- 
000 plus 10 per cent of the 
“Two for the Seesaw” gross. 

But despite their impressive 
figures, the girls shouldn’t be 
listed among Hollywood’s new 
rulers. The reason: Few big 
pictures are about women. 
Most of the epics concern the 
stalwart heroes whom Messrs. 
Brando through Wayne portray 
so effectively and profitably. 

How did this revolution hap- 

n? ; 

Let the stars themselves ex- 
plain. 

Sinatra: “I saw this trend 
coming five years ago. I knew 
the time would come when the 
major studios no longer existed 
as such, but would offer their 
facilities in partnership with 
the actors and creators of film 
properties.” ° 

Sinatra, dropped from his 
M-G-M contract as a singer on 
the skids six years ago, is now 
back at the studio—as partner 
in “Some Came Running” and 
two more films. 

Stewart: “After the glamour 
and glitter is stripped away, 
you've got to realize that 
movies are pretty much like 
any other business. We exist on 
supply and demand, too. The 
demand now is for solid, reli- 
able performers who can get 
people out of their homes and 
into the theaters. 

“People don’t have the movie 
habit anymdre. They won't go 
to the theater unless they’re 
pretty sure of getting their 
money's worth. When they 
know that Duke Wayne or Gary 
Cooper is in the picture, they 
can judge from past perform- 
ance that it ought to be pretty 

ood.”

“The moviegoer is the same 
way. He'll see one of our pic- 
tures because he knows he’s 
pretty sure of getting a certain 
quality, while he might not 
take a chance on a new fellow 
across the street.” 

Why are there only a dozen 
stars who fit this category? 

Holden: “The studios are to 
blame for that. Right after the 
war, there were 750 or 800 ac- 
tors under exclusive contract to 
the studios. Today there are 
175, and virtually none of them 
are big names. 

“As soon as the picture busi- 
ness started getting tough, the 
studios dropped the actors. The 
producers argued why should 
they pay an actor $2500 or 
$5000 a week when they can let 
him go and hire him back at 
$1000,000 per picture.” 

Of the golden dozen stars, 
all but Brando were under 
studio contracts at one time. 
But now they are free agents 
and get as much as $750,000 in 
salary and perhaps half the 
profits. 

What happened to the pio- 
neers who built the movie in- 
dustry and once held complete 
power over it? 

Holden: “There’s is no sec- 
ond generation in the picture 
business. The Mayers and the 
Cohns and the Warners and the 
rest of them created the in- 
dustry and ruled it with iron 
hands. But then they got older 
and lost some of their drive. 

“The pioneers are dying off, 
and they left no one to take 
their places.” 

So the top-drawer names 
ascended to power. Television 
was their unwitting aid. The 
flood of free home entertain- 
ment knocked out the B pic- 
ture. Unable to sustain high 
overheads, the major ~ studios 
became hives of independent 
producers. 

The banks insisted that the 
independents sign top stars be- 
fore loans would be given for 
pictures. Hence the prices for 
such stars got higher and 
higher and higher. 

Holden: “We don’t have to 
demand fabulous deals; they 
come to us. I can show you 
the telegram offering me $750,- 
000 plus 20 per cent of the 
profits on ‘The Horse Sol- 
diers.’” 

The deals are getting richer 
and the stars are getting more 
powerful by the day. All of the 
dozen either are or are rapidly 
becoming the new movie mil- 
lionaires. 

Millionaires are nothing new 
in Hollywood. Mary Pickford, 
Charlie Chaplin, Harold Lloyd, 
William S. Hart and Douglas 
Fairbanks made fabulous 
money and paid little tax on it.

Says Grant: “I get dozens of

000. It’s not difficult to get

could probably make $5,000,000 
in a year if he wanted to work 
that hard. . But what good 
would it do him? He'd lose 
nearly all of it in taxes.” 

Adds Sinatra: “No matter 
how much I earn, 91 cents out 
of every dollar goes to the Gov- 
ernment. Out of that remain- 
ing 9 cents, I've got to pay all 
of the living expenses for my- 
self and my family. It’s ridic- 
ulous for me to keep adding 
straight income to my total 
earnings. I’ve got to find ways 
to keep some money.”

How Police ‘Crashed’ Mafia Gathering 


Raiding Officers Broke “ p hte Ma er wit ot nt Array of Hoodlums

ON NOV. 10, 1957, a meat 
wholesalers’ truck pulled up at 
the service entrance of a $100,- 
000 mansion on a hilltop in 
bucolic Apalachin, N.Y., and 
unloaded an impressive array 
of sizable packages. In the 
packages was $432 worth of 
elegant eating—200 pounds of 
choice steaks, a passel of veal 
cutlets, whole hams and pork 
chops. 

The mansion was the home 
of Joseph Barbara, owner of 
a bottling company in nearby 
Endicott, and a man whose ac- 
tivities long have been of in- 
terest to police. Among other 
items, Barbara’s police record 
notes that he has been ar- 
rested three times as a sus- 
pect in murder cases. 

Even as the meat was being 
unloaded, Joseph Barbara Jr., 
21-year-old son of the bottler, 
was booking wholesale reser- 
vations at two motels in the 
neighborhing town of Vestal 
for a herd of guests whose 
names were premoninantly 
Italian. Young Barbara was ob- 
served in some of these: nego- 
tiations by a New York state 
trooper named Edward Cros- 
well, whose curiosity was 
aroused to the extent that the 
state police assigned a few of 
its men to prowl about the 
Barbara lean-to to see what 
was up. 

The answer came on the 
afternoon of Nov. 14, when a 
collection of sleek, expensive 
automobiles began pulling into 
the Barbara driveway. The men 
who got out of these cars were 
a hard-faced lot, well dressed 
but with a certain flamboyance 
to their haberdashery. 

It looked interesting enough 
so that the police set up a 
road block around Joseph 
Barbara’s estate, then strolled 
in and put the pinch on the 
60 guests. The boys all ex- 
pressed surprise at this in- 
trusion and insisted they had 
come merely to pay a call 
on their host, who had been 
ill, They were questioned all 
night and then told to blow 
the neighborhood. 

In Washington, headquarters 


of the Bureau of Narcotics was 


properly impressed by the raid 
but expressed no surprise at 
the guest list. Most of the 
names on the list were familiar 
to Narcotics as hoodlums they 
had been fighting for years— 
in some cases for more than 
two decades — in the war 
against illicit importation and 
distribution of opium, heroin 
and morphine. 

The Apalachin conference 
Was no mere conclave of two- 
bit hoodlums. It was a conven- 
tion of the Mafia, or Black 
Hand, sometimes referred to in 
these polite times as “L’Unione 
Siciliano.” And Narcotics has 
been deeply interested in the 
Mafia for more than 20 years 
as the international syndicate 
which controls the dope racket. 

There seemed more than 
coincidence in the fact that the 
Apalachin meeting took place 
less than a month after the 
slaying on Oct. 25, 1957, of 
Albert Anastasia, racketeer, 
former chief executioner of 
Murder, Inc., and a big wheel 
in the Mafia. 

Anastasia was shot to death 
in the barbership of the Park- 
Sheraton hotel in New York 
City. His death obviously had 
caused complications, and the 
meeting undoubtedly was held 
to discuss what changes might 
be necessary in the syndicate’s 
operations—including the luc- 
rative dope racket. 


Narcotics is almost as fa- 
miliar with that dope racket 
as the Mafia members are 
themselves. For more than 20 
years the Bureau has had at 
least four men working un- 
dercover in the racket, ming- 
ling freely with this mob or 
that, and picking up valuable 
information that from time 
to time is used in conspiracy 
cases against segments of the 
international gang. 


These undercover agents 
have never worked in any other 
capacity; they have never been 
on the witness stand. When one 
retires or is assigned to other 
duties, another agent—care- 
fully prepared and with cre-

dentials earned from associa- 
tion with some top mobster — 
takes his place. 


Over the years, one of these 
undercover agents may have 
been found operating an Italian 
restaurant in New Orleans or 
working as a stevedore on the 
New York docks. Another has 
Shipped as a first mate on a 
freighter making the rounds of 
Mediterranean ports. A third 
worked for years as a stick man 
in a Las Vegas gambling joint. 

This stick man nearly 
reached the end of his career 
a few years ago when a mob- 
ster who recognized him from 
a narcotics trial put the finger 
on him. He was’ hauled. before 
a meeting of the local gang and 
confronted with his accuser. 


“Don’t be silly,” the agent 
told the mob’s boss. “Do I act 
like a cop? You know Mike in 
Detroit—call him up right now 
and ask him about me. Go 
ahead, pick up the phone.” 

The boss did — and got a 
tongue-lashing from Mike, a 
bona fide hoodlum. “What the 
hell’s the matter with you?” 
yelled Mike. “This guy is okay. 
I've known him for years. I 
know him a helluva lot better 
than I know you.” 


And the stick man went back 
to work—to the craps table and 
to the job of gathering evi- 
dence on his underworld pals. 

So Washington’s interest in 
the Apalachin meeting was 
based on a solid foundation. 
Moreover, at least three of the 
hoods picked up at the confab 
were narcotics violators of ma- 
jor importance, and several 
other guests had been linked 
with dope-pushing over the 
years, 


There was, for instance, 
Joseph Civello of Dallas, who 
was sentenced to two 15-year 
concurrent prison terms in 
1937 on narcotics charges. 
There was Dominick D’Agosti- 
no of Niagara Falls, who was 
convicted on a narcotics con- 
spiracy charge in November, 
1930, and whose eonviction la- 
ter was reversed by the Court 
of Appeals. There was Johnny 


Ormento, a leader of New 
York City’s so-called “East 
107th Street Mob,” who has 


served three narcotics terms 
totaling 13 years. 

Mugs like these, and like 
Vito Genovese, the one-time 
two-bit gunman who rose to a 
Mafia chieftainship, like Lucky 
Luciano and Joe Profaci, the 
Brooklyn olive-oil king, have 
brought Mafia a long way from 
its origin as an eighteenth 
century’ Sicilian resistance 
movement to the French Bour- 
bon conquerors of the island. 


In its current form, the 
Mafia specializes in what 
Narcotics Commissioner 
Harry J. Anslinger calls “the 
commercial crimes that prey 
on man’s human weakness” — 
the illicit narcotics traffic, 
organized prostitution, coun- 
terfeiting, bootlegging, organ- 
ized gambling, loan sharking 
and extortion. 


In this era, moreover, the 
Mafia has toiled to give the 
impression that it has gone 
legitimate. Its hoodlum chiefs 
have infiltrated or dominated 
certain segments of the organ- 
ized labor movement, the dis- 
tribution of beer, liquors and 
soft drinks, the importation of 
Italian olive oil, cheese and to- 
mato paste, the wholesale fruit 
and vegetable produce markets, 
the baking and distribution of 
Italian bread and pastry, the 
vending-machine business, and 
the night club, saloon and res- 
taurant industry. 


During the first 20 years of 
the twentieth century, the 
Mafia extorted millions of dol- 
lars from frightened Italian 
immigrants, either through 
strong-arm methods or by swin- 
dles and crooked lotteries. It 
dominated the booze rackets 
during the Prohibition era. 

It did a flourishing business 
in World War II black market- 
ing of sugar, auto tires, meat 
and ration stamps. Mafia bosses 
“co-operated” with their allied 
hoodlums who organized Mur- 
der, Inc., and today the Mafia 
is working closely with the 
gangs that operate in New 
York City’s Harlem and in 
neighborhoods jammed with 
new arrivals from Puerto Rico.

During the raids, Narcotics 
agents seized 32 pounds of 
pure heroin and 54 pounds 
of opium, more than had 
been seized in all of 1957, 
and worth at retail at least 
$2,500,000. Among the 21 
persons arrested were Ig- 
nazio H. Gaffney as the key 


figure in the New York oper- 
ation. The New York gang 
apparently was a kind of sup- 
plier to the operators in 
Philadelphia and in the Wash- 
ington district.

3 NEW YORK, Oct. 9. 

I DID NOT ASK to see Premier Khrushchev on my re- 
cent trip to the Soviet Union, because I felt nothing useful 
could come from an interview. 

We would know quite Well that I had no power to 
change anything that our Government was doing, and the 
head of a state naturaHy is interested in talking only to 
people who have such authority. 

Also, I have learned that certain facts that are accept- 
ed by the Russians are so diametrically opposed to what we 
consider as true in the world of today that conversations 
with the Soviets are almost futile. Unless both of us are 
ready to discuss frankly these differences and perhaps on 
both sides to make certain concessions, there is very little 
to be gained by argument. 


And here is a good example. I had an ap- 
pointment with Mme. Nina Popova, chief of VOK, 
which is an organization set up to deal with non- 
governmental, cultural exchanges between the So- 
viet Union and foreign countries. As I have said, 
it seems foolish te talk about things in the non- 
governmental area, but’ Mme. Popova’s organiza- 
tion works closely with the government organiza- 
tion set up under Marshal Georgi K. Zhukov. 
There was some hope that something might come 
out of our meeting.

She greeted me kindly and then launched forth into a 
statement on the importance of our finding points of agree- 
ment. I answered that I agreed with her entirely, and that 
this was important. 

But, I added, since basically each of us aecepted an 
opposing set of facts in the world situation and considered.

PERHAPS BECAUSE of its 
long with the hobo, 
together with the fact that it 
can be an economical dish, peo- 
ple have come to look upon 
stew as a lowbrow dish served 
only when the budget is slim. 
This is too bad. No true lover 
of good food will look down 
on stew. In fact, it has been 
highly spoken of by many a 
genuine gourmet. Provided, 
course, that it is properly made. 

Stew has been described by 
one expert writer on the sub- 
ject of food as something 
which is “built,” and not just 
made. The basis of any good 
stew is of course, the meat. 
Regarding the treatment of the 
meat there are two schools of 
thought. Many stew recipes 
start out with the phrase, 
“brown the meat in a little 
fat.” Some of the best stew 
makers I know deplore this 
practice. The idea is that sear- 
ing the meat locks in the flavor. 
But they maintain that the 
chief purpose of the meat is to 
exude its flavor and blend it- 
self with the other ingredients. 


I HAVE a friend who every 
now and then gets a strong 
hankering for a good stew. 
When this craving comes upon 
him, he invites a few male 
cronies in and chases the Little 
Woman out of the kitchen. 
Stew is a dish which inspires 
conviviality. Then he proceeds 
as follows: 

He cuts up a pound of chuck 
into cubes and puts it on to 
simmer. No sear. While it sim- 
mers he cuts up three pounds 
of lamb chuck and a little 
breast of lamb. After the beef 
has cooked for an hour, he 
starts the lamb simmering. 
After another half hour he 
puts them together in a big 
pot, along with four or five 
quartered potatoes, half a 
dozen carrots, about 10 small 
onions and a big handful of 
chopped celery. This cooks for 
about 30 minutes, then he adds 
a small can of tomato pulp, salt 
and pepper to taste, a table- 
spoon of worcestershire sauce 
and a tablespoon or so of cat- 
sup, according to taste. Cook 
it for 10 more minutes. This 
man has a lot of friends. 


One of the more famous 
stews, especially in the South, 
is the Brunswick stew. But like 
the mint julep, there are many 
recipes. In some Southern 
counties they make it with rab- 
bits. In others they specify 
squirrel. In both cases, the 
other meat is chicken. When 
you buy it in restaurants down 
South, you aay get only 
chicken. 


This is no aie calamity, 
and the odds are you aren't go- 
ing to get your hands on either 
rabbits or squirrels. So if you 
want to take the next best | 
thing, a Brunswick stew ihe | 
with just chicken, heré’s how:

If you don’t have 
one, a big stew kettle will do. 
Melt a quarter-inch of bacon 
fat on the bottom. Throw in 
enough cgarsely chopped on- 
ions to come well above the 
level of the fat and lay a cut- 
up stewing chicken on top of 
the onion. Cover the chicken 
with a layer of sliced toma- 
toes. Don't mix things up. 
Leave them just like that. Put 
a lid onthe kettle and let it 
cook over a low flame. The 
steam from the onions will per- 
meate the bird from below, 
the tomatoes from above. 


When the onions start to 
brown at the bottom, make a 
mixture of five parts water 
and one part sherry, and pour 
on enough to just cover the 
tomatoes, Still don’t stir. Let 
it si er for about an hour. 
Then, for the final touch, add 
equal parts of small, sliced 
okra, green lima beans and 
corn right off the cob. How 
much you add, depends on 
how you’ like it. As we said, 
there is no standard recipe for 
Brunswick stew.
